Businessman's disgust at 
the mess left by travellers 


A FURIOUS business owner 
was forced to shut up shop 
for two days after a group of 
travellers set up camp out¬ 
side his warehouse. 

David Davison, managing direc¬ 
tor of 1st Call Mobility, said his 
staff turned up at work on Saturday 
morning to find the company’s 
head office in Barrows Road sur¬ 
rounded by caravans.

“The travellers were behaving 
like animals, ripping down our sig¬ 
nage and chucking paint around,” 
he said. “At one point they even set 
off our intruder alarm, but the 
council said there was nothing they 
could do and although the police 
eventually turned up to talk to them 
they really didn’t seem that both¬ 
ered about helping us.”

Police arrest 
car driver 
after cyclist 
dies in crash 

A WOMAN has been arrested 
on suspicion of causing death 
by careless driving after a 
cyclist was killed in a road 
collision in Harlow on 
Monday evening.

When the travellers finally left 
the site on Monday evening they 
dumped rubbish including soiled 
nappies, smashed crockery and 
empty gas canisters in the car 
park - and even hurled a 
smashed-up TV set into bushes. 

“The mess they left behind was 
absolutely disgusting,” said Mr 
Davison. “It was like they had 
been there three months, not 
three days. 

“There were smashed bottles, 
filled nappies and empty cans 
everywhere and the whole area 
stank like a public toilet.” 

It is believed the travellers 
came to Harlow to seek hospital 
treatment for one of their group 
and had originally set up camp on 
playing fields near Nicholls Field 
for several days before being 
moved on by Harlow Council. 

They then relocated to the 
business park on Friday evening, 
telling Essex Police they planned 
to move on by Monday afternoon. 


According to police, the owner 
of the site agreed to wait until 
Monday before taking any action 
against the travellers for trespass 
following advice from the police 
and the council. 

A police spokesman added: 
“We were called back to the 
Barrows Road site on Monday 
afternoon following reports that 
an intruder alarm at one of the 
business units had been set off. 
However, officers attending the 
scene found no evidence of crim¬ 
inal activity. 

“Police later returned to the 
site at around 9pm and found the 
group had moved on.” 

But Mr Davison said he had 
been left unimpressed by the 
police response. 

“I’ve lost two days of business 
because of this but no doubt the 
travellers will get away scot- 
free,” he said. “They have 
absolutely no respect for anyone 
and they know they won’t face 
any repercussions. It’s incredibly 
frustrating.” 


Homes plan for 
former lab site 


A day to remember 
for torchbearer Anne

INCREDIBLE but emotional - that's how 
disabled athlete Anne Wafula-Strike 
summed up the experience of carrying the 
Paralympic torch. 

The Kenyan-born wheelchair racer, of 
Willowfield, Harlow, was part of the 
torchbearer team during its 24-hour relay 
through London last Wednesday. 

"As I was doing my relay I was so excited 
and waving at the crowds but also the 
whole time I was thinking of all the people 
that have never had the opportunity to 
play sport," said Anne (43). 

"It made me really appreciate how 
fortunate I have been to have had those 
opportunities and I want to do more to 
help other people to fulfil their sporting 
potential." 

As well as taking part in the torch relay, 
Anne - who narrowly missed out on a place 
in the ParalympicsGB squad - has been a 
regular TV commentator on the Games. 

"I am doing some work for ITV now and 
have also presented from the BBC studios 
at the Olympic Stadium which was great," 
she said. "I was also overwhelmed to be 
voted the seventh most inspirational 
Paralympian in the world by the Sunday 
Mirror this week - it is just incredible." 

She added: "Great Britain is leading the 
way to showing what people of all abilities 
can achieve and I am so happy to be a part 
of it." 


PLANS to bulldoze the vacant Merck, Sharpe 
& Dohme laboratories to pave the way for a 
major new housing development on Harlow’s 
doorstep are set to be approved next week. 

Speculation over the future of the American pharma¬ 
ceuticals giant’s former research and development centre 
at Terlings Park has been rife since the facility was closed 
in 2005, with original plans to sell the site for business 
use scrapped some time ago due to lack of viable 
demand. 

Then in May of last year the company submitted an 
outline planning application to East Herts District 
Council seeking consent to transform the 29-acre site into 
a residential development. In June this year the site was 
sold to Angle Property in a deal worth £11,6m. 

The new owners have wasted little time in pushing the 
project forward. Outline proposals for a 270-dwelling 
scheme comprising a mix of two, three, four and five 
bedroom homes, three apartment blocks and expansive 
areas of public parkland have now been recommended for 
approval by EHDC’s development control committee. 

The application proposes to use the existing access 
road off Eastwick Road as the entrance to the develop¬ 
ment, while plans for new footpaths and cycleways link¬ 
ing the site - which is based just over the county border 
in Gilston - with Harlow are also mooted. 

The developers have also indicated they are willing to 
make off-site highway improvements to Burnt Mill Lane, 
which could include traffic calming features, widened 
footpaths and a new pedestrian crossing on the A414 to 
provide safe access to the nearby bus stop. 

Tony Williamson, managing director of Angle 
Properties, said: “Terlings Park has huge potential to 
become a fantastic and unique development and we feel 
these proposals make the best use of the site. The scheme 
will bring much-needed new homes into the locality 
while protecting the fundamental character of the site’s 
beautiful parkland setting. 

“Our plans also include expansive green spaces and 
woodland areas, all of which will be open for the public 
to enjoy, while we have also proposed making important 
off-site highway improvements that will benefit Harlow 
residents.” 

Harlow Council has raised no objections to the plans, 
which have also been welcomed by local MP Robert 
Halfon, who said: “If we could make more use of brown¬ 
field sites like Terlings Park then 
there wouldn’t be as much pres¬ 
sure to build on green spaces.” 

He added: “There will inevit¬ 
ably be some people worried 
about the impact of the develop¬ 
ment on local services, but I’m 
confident it will bring real bene¬ 
fits to Harlow’s economy.”

AS dusk settles across Harlow 
and many prepare to call it a day, 
thousands of the town’s more 
diminutive residents are only just 
beginning their nightly ritual. 

For it is under the cover of darkness 
that Harlow’s bat population leave 
their roosts to begin the task of 
catching the many hundreds of 
insects needed to satisfy their hefty 
appetites. 

But while most will set about the task 
with ease, there are a few who rely 
on the work of a group of hardy 
wildlife enthusiasts to help them get 
back into the skies. 

Every night volunteers at the Harlow 
Bat Hospital, which officially runs 
under the Essex Bat Group, dedicate 
hours of their time to helping injured 
bats learn how to fly again. 

Working in a specially built flight 
cage at Parndon Wood Nature 
Reserve, the helpers will release 
around 10 bats a night to monitor 
their progress and enable them to 
regain enough strength to be re- 
released into the wild. 

“The main reason for bats being 
taken in is because they have been 
injured, usually by other animals like 
cats,” explained volunteer Chester 
Jones. “It could also be because they 
have been orphaned or were unable to 
get enough food because of bad 
weather conditions. 

“Essentially, any bat found on the 
ground often needs urgent help, 
which is what we are here to 
provide.” 

Hundreds have been taken in over the 
summer, with 90 being admitted to 
the ‘hospital’ during July alone. “It

has been a particularly busy year, 
partly because of the wet weather but 
also because of greater public 
awareness about what to do if you 
find a bat,” said Chester. 

“There is a lot to do as ideally we 
need to get them all re-released 
where they were found before the end 
of September so they can settle back 
into their roosts before hibernating 
for the winter,” 

Other duties carried out by the group 
include feeding the animals, taking 
them to receive veterinary treatment, 
responding to rescue callouts, 
conducting surveys and running free 
educational bat walks at Parndon 
Wood Nature Reserve. “It is a lot of 
fun and a great feeling every time we 
release a bat knowing it had been a 
death’s door a few weeks before,” 
added Chester. 

“Essentially our aim is to save the 
lives of as many bats as possible 
whilst also continuing to educate the 


public about them so everyone can 
enjoy these wonderful creatures.”

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County Hall 
to publish 
details of 
all it spends 

ESSEX residents will soon be 
able to see how every penny 
of their cash is spent by the 
county council. 

ECC leader Peter Martin told 
Tuesday’s cabinet meeting the 
authority would begin 
publishing the information 
online from next Wednesday. 
Councils have to reveal any 
spending over £500, although 
the Government has indicated 
it is looking to reduce this to 
£250 later this year. 

However, ECC will publish 
monthly details of all 
payments made to and by 
officers. These will include 
payments made by purchase 
cards - the council’s 
equivalent of a debit card - 
and any expenses claimed by 
employees. 

Cllr Martin said: “I have 
always vowed this council 
would be open and transparent 
with its residents and there is 
no better way to show this 
commitment than publishing 
everything we spend online. 
“Every resident has a right to 
know how the council is 
spending their money. Every 
spending decision is taken 
very carefully and taking this 
step shows we have nothing to 
hide. 

“I believe we are one of the 
first to take this bold 
approach, but I hope it is one 
that others follow soon.” 
Information will be placed on 
the council’s website within 
two weeks of the end of each 
month. Where payments have 
been made to individuals, such 
as employees or foster carers, 
their names will not be 
published. 



What a load of rubbish 


HARLOW Council has launched a 
crackdown on litterbugs in a bid 
to drive down spiralling clean-up 
costs. 

Picking up discarded cigarette 
ends, food wrappers and other 
rubbish currently costs the 
town's taxpayers £800,000 a 
year, money the council wants 
for other services. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) the 
authority illustrated the scale of 
the problem by filling the 
Sumners paddling pool with two 
weeks' worth of rubbish 
collected from streets and open 
spaces. 

Jon Clempner, the council's 
portfolio holder for environment, 
said the cost of clearing up litter 
over the fortnight would have 
paid for two of the town's 
paddling pools to remain open 
throughout the summer holidays. 
"If everyone would just put their 
litter in a bin instead of 
mindlessly dropping it on the 
floor we could save thousands of 


pounds a year - and that money 
could be used to fund vital 
services for the whole 
community," he said. 

"If we didn't pick up litter the 
town would be swimming in it. 
This just shows how much litter 
is dropped on our streets." 

The crackdown will see the 
council targeting litter hotspots 
across the town, with community 
safety officers stepping up 
patrols and issuing £80 fixed 
penalty notices to offenders. 
Awareness campaigns will also 
be running in schools, Harlow 
College and local community 
groups, while 30 new litter bins 
will be placed in key areas. 

"The majority of residents are 
responsible with their litter, it is 
the minority who are not," Cllr 
Clempner added. 

"There is no excuse to not use a 
litter bin or take your litter 
home and litterbugs need to be 
aware how much their actions 
cost them."

A HEALTH worker who tripped 
over a raised parking sensor and 
broke her wrist in two places has 
branded them a safety hazard. 

Sue Mayes (56), pictured right, said 
what was meant to be a quick Saturday 
morning shopping trip turned into an 
“absolute nightmare” that has left her 
requiring an emergency operation to reset 
her wrist, forcing her to take time off work. 

The sensors were installed in spaces at 
The Water Gardens car park in Harlow 
town centre earlier this year. 

“I had just finished the shopping and 
was on my way to meet my son,” said Sue, 
of The Glebes. 

”As it was early and most of 
the car park was empty, I just 
automatically walked through the 
parking spaces without thinking 
and before I knew it tripped, 
landing heavily on my wrist.” 

“I knew straight away I had 
done something serious as I was 
in absolute agony. I must say it 
didn’t help that I was ignored by 
passers-by for the first five min¬ 
utes, although eventually a very 
kind lady and gentleman came to 
my aid, notifying the security 
guard who called for an ambu¬ 
lance.” 

Sue was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, where doc¬ 
tors confirmed she had suffered 
two fractures and would require 
surgery. 

“What made me really angry 
was that while I was at the hospi¬ 
tal the nurse told me I was the 
third person to have been admit¬ 
ted to hospital that week after 
tripping on one of those sensors! 

“They have just been so poor¬ 
ly designed. Why would they not 
have made them flat? It just 
seems so unfair that because of 
this new system, which seems to 
have only been put in place to 
make the car park more money, I 



have been left in excruciating 
pain and unable to work. 

“All I wanted to do was the 
shopping!” 

Centre manager Beryl Murphy 
said: “We are very concerned that 
a few of our customers have 
injured themselves by tripping up 
in our car park recently. 

“When the system was first 
installed we made sure there was 
ample warning for customers 
about the sensors and that these 
were clearly visible by way of 
bright yellow collars painted 
around each sensor. 

“However, to try to prevent any 
further accidents, we have 
already taken corrective action by 
replacing those on the lower deck 
of the car park with submerged 
sensors and are currently review¬ 
ing our options of how to improve 
the sensors on the upper deck. We 
have increased the number and 
visibility of customer warning 
notices and enhanced the high 
visibility collars around each 
upper deck sensor. 

“We are working closely with 
contractors to resolve any issues 
there may be with the newly 
installed sensor parking system.”

that place but this really is a 
step too far. It is absolutely 
disgusting.” 

Mum Kirsty Chambers 
said the bags of excrement 
were a health and safety 
concern. 

“I already try to avoid 
walking down the alleyway 
between Dad’s Wood and 
Occasio House with my 
three-year-old because it is 


so filthy,” she said. 

“Kids will get into any¬ 
thing and it is full of rubbish, 
broken glass and even dirty 
nappies. 

“To see that there are now 
bags of dog excrement being 
thrown over is very worry¬ 
ing. Not only is it unpleasant 
for all of us living in Dad’s 
Wood, but it is also poten¬ 
tially dangerous. Young chil¬ 
dren could get seriously ill if 
they came into contact with 
it.” 

When approached by the 
Star about the complaints 
this week, East Thames - the 
housing association respon¬ 
sible for running Occasio 
House - said they were 
aware of the “anti-social 
behaviour incident” and 
pledged to take immediate 
action. 

“The resident responsible 
will be permanently leaving 
the foyer over the next fort¬ 
night,” a spokesperson said. 

“We have apologised to 
our neighbours and are 
working with them to fix any 
damage caused and return 
their gardens to their original 
state.”

“We are looking at similar improvements 
in children’s services and redesigning our net¬ 
work of emergency and out-of-hours servic¬ 
es.” 

The CCG is made up of 39 general prac¬ 
tices in Harlow, Uttlesford and Epping Forest, 
covering a population of around 289,000.

Teenagers accused of firebomb attack 

on flat are cleared after trial collapses

A YOUNG man who claimed his life 
had been ruined after he stood trial 
three years ago for a murder he did 
not commit has been ordered to pay 
£400 compensation to his former 
partner after smashing a window at 
her home. 

Carl Manton (21), of Bishopsfield, Harl¬ 
ow, was cleared of the murder charge but 
suffered after being released from jail, 
where he was held on remand for 10 months 
while waiting for his trial. 

Chelmsford Magistrates Court was told 
on Thursday the false allegations related to a 
fire in a block of flats at Bush Fair, Harlow, 
in May 2005 in which 24-year-old Kerry 
Youngs died and her boyfriend, Kevin 
Chappie, suffered devastating injuries. 
Manton was one of two teenagers accused of 
starting the blaze. 

After being cleared following a crown 
court trial in 2009 he returned home. But the 
court was told by his counsel, Lauren Bond, 
that people still accused him of murder and 


although his girlfriend had supported him 
she had also called him a “murderer.” 

Shelley Deutch, prosecuting, said that on 
July 14 this year Manton had gone to his for¬ 
mer girlfriend’s home and started shouting 
and swearing at her. 

Mr Deutch said: “While outside the door 
he was shouting at her ‘where’s my ******* 
money?’ A neighbour heard him say ‘mur¬ 
derers do that, I’m a ******* murderer.’ He 
threw a stone, again saying Tina******* 
murderer’.” 

Manton pleaded guilty to criminal dam¬ 
age and disorderly behaviour. In mitigation, 
Miss Bond told the court: “Four years ago 
he was charged with murder and after a six- 
week trial involving him and a few other 
people the prosecution case proved he was 


not guilty. The judge made it clear this per¬ 
son hadn’t committed the offences. 

“However, his life was effectively ruined. 
He spent 10 months in prison on remand 
and he came out with most people still 
accusing him. 

“His ex-partner called him a murderer 
and he made the comments sarcastically and 
threw a stone towards the building.” 

Referring to Manton’s previous convic¬ 
tions, she said: “As a result of the original 
allegation of murder there have been other 
offences where people have confronted him 
and started a fight with him following the 
false allegation.” 

After hearing of Manton’s problems, dis¬ 
trict judge John Woollard ordered him to 
pay compensation for the broken window.

If it is indeed the case 
that Cllr Danvers neither uttered nor wrote the 
words in question, then I am sure that I am not 
the only person wondering why he chose not to 
insist that the Star print a correction. 

However, those who have read Harlow Council’s 
leaflet concerning the proposed cuts may be 
forgiven if they are disinclined to accept the 
protestations of Cllr Danvers as good coin. Lor 
said document states: “We wish to provide an 
incentive to work”. 

If the Labour majority on Harlow Council 
genuinely opposes Government cuts in Council 
Tax Benefit, then perhaps it should refuse to 
implement this grievous attack on some of the 
poorest people in our society. This would be in 
the interests of all workers, for cuts in benefits 


act to drive down wages. 

According to North East Hertfordshire Labour 
Party, councils do not have to apply the cut in 
Council Tax Benefit in this way. They could, for 
example, minimise the cut by finding some 
money from elsewhere, or they could put up the 
council tax, or both. 

In 1921, 30 councillors from Poplar Borough 
Council in London were imprisoned when they 
refused to either increase rates or make cuts. 
Mass pressure forced their release and caused 
the government to pass a law equalising rates 
burdens between rich and poor boroughs. 

Maybe Harlow Council should aspire to emulate 
Poplar.

Traffic: the proposed developments could see an 
increase of 40,000 to the population of Harlow. 

It is not too big a leap to assume each adult will 
have a car, ergo an increase of 40,000 extra 
vehicles. 

Epping has already insisted that no traffic 
should have direct access to its road network. If 
all these 40,000 extra people do is go to and 
from work, this is 80,000 extra journeys every 
day. How will our already overstretched road 
network cope?

We have to invest in this facility before the 
proposed development.

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festivalgoers try to Ketchud 


THOUSANDS of revellers painted 
the town red during a festival 
described as the 'world's biggest 
foodfight' last week. 

Almost 40,000 people from across the 
globe flocked to the small Spanish 
town of Bunol, near Valencia, to take 
part in wacky tomato-throwing party 
La Tomatina. 

More than 120 tons of red fruit were 
squashed, pulped and pulverised 
as goggle-wearing participants 
splattered each other in the 
town's main square during 
the event, which has been 
held annually for the past 
67 years. 

Although the origins of the 
celebration are unclear, it is 
thought to have its roots in a 
foodfight between friends in 
the town's marketplace during a 
religious parade back in 1945. 

The group picked up tomatoes from a 


nearby fruit and vegetable stall and 
started hurling them at each other 
before being arrested by police. 

They were made to pay for the damage 
they had caused, but exactly one year 
later they gathered in the same spot 



armed with baskets of tomatoes and 
staged another foodfight. 

Repeated year after year, it steadily 
grew in popularity until the town hall 
eventually declared it an official 
festival and introduced a set of rules to 
prevent anyone from getting hurt. 

The festival is now a huge tourist 
attraction, with thousands of people 
from as far afield as Australia, New 
Zealand, South Korea and India 
descending on the town every year to 
take part. 

It certainly makes a bit of a mess, but 
once the village's cobbled streets are 
hosed down they return to their 
sparkling condition, with the acidity 
of the tomatoes acting as a natural 
disinfectant. 

Rafael Perez, spokesman for the town 
of 10,000 inhabitants, told reporters: 
"La Tomatina has been here since 1945 
- we don't have much space but there 
is no other way."

PAH ranks badly in 
cancer care survey

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital has 
been ranked among the worst NHS 
trusts in the country for cancer care, 
according to a league table published 
by a leading charity. 

Macmillan Cancer Care compiled tables 
of the best and worst performing hospital 
trusts based on a national survey of cancer 
patients carried out by the Department of 
Health. 

PAH came fourth from bottom in the list 
of 160 NHS hospital trusts across England. 

According to the survey, only 53 per cent 
of the hospital’s patients felt there were 
enough nurses on duty, while only 49 per 
cent said family members had been given the 
opportunity to speak to a doctor. 

In addition, only 34 per cent said they 
were offered a written assessment and care 
plan and just 43 per cent received informa¬ 
tion on getting financial help. 

A hospital spokeswoman said the trust 
had worked hard to make improvements - 
including better signage, a new patient and 
visitor forum and compulsory customer care 
training for staff - in the nine months since 
the survey was conducted. 

“We are reviewing the findings from this 
recent survey to establish where improve¬ 


ments can be made at PAH, at the other hos¬ 
pitals where many of our patients receive 
their treatment and at the trust,” she said. 

“However, while we recognise the impor¬ 
tance of this survey and its results, we have 
worked closely with patients, their relatives 
and staff to make significant improvements 
in the nine months since the survey was 
undertaken.” 

Macmillan has also partnered with PAH 


to create a £6.7m cancer support centre, 
which is due to open in 2014. 

Macmillan chief executive Ciaran Devane 
said: “Patient experience is one of the 
Government’s five key measures for success 
in the NHS, so trusts need to take heed and 
work with Macmillan and others to urgently 
improve the care they offer cancer patients. 

“I am encouraged many trusts are taking 
this seriously.” 


Changes to the law on housing rights 


Information from Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice

THE law about housing rights in 
relation to homelessness 
applications and applications to 
the choice-based letting/ waiting 
list has changed. 

The major changes took effect 
from April of this year. If you are 
homeless and/or you are thinking 
about registering on the choice- 
based letting/ housing waiting 
list register, then you should get 
advice about your rights 
immediately. 

If you are homeless and have 
nowhere to live you can apply to 
Harlow Council for assistance 
under the homelessness 
legislation. 

Usually, the council will need to 
consider your application by 
applying five tests concerning 
your eligibility, homelessness, 
priority need, intentional 
homelessness and local 
connection. 

The enquiries into your 
homelessness application can 
take up to 33 working days. 

If the council then recognises it 
has a full homelessness duty 
towards you, it can discharge 


this duty by offering you a 
tenancy in the private sector. 
The private sector tenancy must 
be reasonable. It is in your own 
interest to seek advice 
immediately if you are offered a 
private sector tenancy in 
discharge of the homelessness 
duty. Under the old rules, 
applicants were able to refuse 
offers of accommodation in the 
private rented sector. This is no 
longer the case. 

Central government has given 
local authorities more power and 
greater freedom to decide who 
should qualify to go on the 
choice-based letting/ housing 


waiting list register. We do not 
know whether Harlow Council will 
change its policy regarding 
choice-based letting and so it is 
essential to seek specialist 
advice if you are prevented from 
joining the choice-based 
letting/housing waiting list 
register. 

Local authorities must still 
ensure that social housing goes 
to the most vulnerable and those 
who need it most. 

Finally, if you are accepted on 
the choice-based letting/ housing 
waiting list register and you are 
offered accommodation from the 
council's own housing stock, then 


the council can grant you a 
tenancy for a fixed term as 
opposed to a life-time tenancy 
which was previously the case. 
The minimum length of tenancy 
is two years although in 
exceptional circumstances the 
council can grant you five years 
or more. The flexibility that 
central government has given to 
local authorities means the era 
of tenancies for life is over. 

These changes apply only to 
council tenants whose tenancies 
started after the new legislation 
took effect in April 2012.

BASED on a true story, Lawless knocks 
back a drink with three brothers who 
become kings of their close-knit 
community by running moonshine across 
the state line. 

Set in early 1930s Virginia and adapted from 
Matt Bondurant's novel The Wettest County In 
The World, Nick Cave’s script corrals its fair 
share of rootin’ tootin’ cliches to a fine 
bluegrass-tinged soundtrack. 

In the mountains of Franklin County, local cops 
turn a blind eye to the illegal activities of Forrest 
Bondurant (Tom Hardy) and his siblings Howard 
(Jason Clarke) and Jack (Shia LaBeouf). 

The brothers run a successful bar and eke out a 
comfortable living by trading moonshine, made 
at secret distilleries maintained by Jack's 
disabled pal Cricket (Dane DeHaan). 

But the business empire is threatened when 
sadistic Special Deputy Charley Rakes (Guy 
Pearce) arrives from Chicago on a mission to 
shut down the distilleries at the behest of district 
attorney Mason Wardell (Tim Tolin). 


As young love blossoms between Jack and 
preacher’s daughter Bertha Minnix (Mia 
Wasikowska), Rakes sets about dismantling the 
brothers’ operation from the inside, targeting 
weak links including dancer Maggie Beauford

For all its dramatic simplicity, John Hillcoat’s film 
packs a hefty punch, exploring the bonds of 
trust that are tested to their limit when the 
bootleggers are pummelled senseless by the 
long arm of the law.

N OW in its third generation, 
Mitsubishi’s Outlander has 
gradually evolved from left- 
field alternative to a compact SUV to 
something with the potential to give the 
current crop of affordable mid-size 
sports utility vehicles something to 
worry about. 

With its streamlined stance and 
decidedly upmarket styling, Mitsubishi 
bosses are bullish about this 
Outlander's performance in the 
marketplace. 

In isolation, it is a welcome step 
forward from the Japanese car maker. 
However, internally this model is more 
significant than the average buyer will 
ever appreciate. 

The Outlander has been the subject of 
a significant weight-loss programme 
and has also been designed from the 
outset to accommodate both 
conventional engines and the new wave 
of plug-in hybrid technologies. 

For now, though, the Outlander 
symbolizes a significant step forward 
in its own right. The weight reduction 
has been achieved without any 
compromise to the ownership 
experience, while the reward for the 


engineers” hard work has been 
meaningful efficiency and emissions 
gains. 

The sole engine option will be familiar 
to Outlander fans as it’s a modified 
version of what was in the second- 
generation car. The 148bhp 2.2-litre 
diesel unit has been reworked for its 
new home, with the result a useful 
50mpg and a sub-150g/km CO 2 rating. 
From a performance angle the car will 
sprint to 60mph in just under 10 
seconds, while top speed is 124mph.

Outlander’s versatility is hard to ignore. 
This is an attribute also reflected in the 
car’s ability to accommodate a growing 
family. Mitsubishi’s engineers are keen 
to stress that the inclusion of a third 
row of seats turns the car into a 
genuine seven-seater. 

The previous car offered a similar set¬ 
up but the reality was five-plus-two 
jump seats for small and co-operative 
passengers in the rearmost seats.

Watching Paralympics 
Chiassaro's bitter pill 

Athlete left out of GB team dumbfounded by lack of track success

RICHARD Chiassaro has found 
it bitterly frustrating sitting out 
the London 2012 Paralympics, 
while he has watched rivals fail 
to meet some of the top times he 
has produced this year. 

The 30-year-old wheelchair-bound 
athlete, from Harlow, was deemed ‘not 
medal potential’ when he was surpris¬ 
ingly omitted from the T54 100m 
men’s category in the Games by the 
British Paralympic Association (BPA). 

But the day after he was left out of the 
team he was asked to represent GB in the 
London Disability Grand Prix in July! 

Chiassaro blasted: “I'm not racing at the 
Paralympics because I'm not medal poten¬ 
tial? 

“Well as far as I have seen three British 
athletes who have not made it out of their 
heats which to me is not medal potential 
either. 

“Why were they selected and not me? 
Maybe the selectors should worry about 
consistency in their selection policy as 
much as they do in the athletes.” 

Chiassaro, who also coaches disabled 
people at Harlow’s Mark Hall 
Sportscentre, set a personal best (PB) time 
of 14.67 seconds in the T54 100m at the 
BWRA National Track Championships in 
May. 

This time would have given him sixth 
spot in the T54 100m final at the 
Paralympics. 

At Stratford, the T54 100m final was 
won by Finland’s Leo Pekka Tahti in 
13.79s. 

Netherlands competitor Kenny van 
Weeghel came last in 14.77s, while 
Thailand’s Saichon Konjen came third in 
14.10s. 

No British competitor was entered for

this event. 

Meanwhile, on the track 
ParalympicsGB has enjoyed some success 
but not when in comparison with the 
Olympics, although gold medal winners 
David Weir and Mickey Bushell have 
excelled in their categories. 

An internet campaign was launched in 
the summer after Chiassaro was snubbed 
for the 49-person ParalympicsGB team. 

The athlete, of Seymours, appealed over 
his axe by the BPA but this was immedi¬ 
ately rejected. 

Chiassaro, who has spina bifida, has 
twice recorded the Paralympic qualifying 


standard time (14.9 seconds) for the T54 
100 metres event this year. 

Chiassaro also represented GB in the 
BT Paralympic World Cup in May, win¬ 
ning the gold medal in 15.04 seconds. 

The BPA decided not to enter a Great 
Britain athlete in the T54 100m, preferring 
to concentrate on categories where it felt it 
had a better chance of a medal. 

Chiassaro is now targeting the 2016 
Paralympics in Brazil, but the experience 
of competing in this year’s event will have 
stood him in good stead for Rio de Janeiro. 

Like Chiassaro, Anne Wafula-Strike, of 
Willowfield in Harlow, was also left out of

the Paralympics by the BPA, despite put¬ 
ting in four years of hard work and train¬ 
ing at Mark Hall in preparation for the 
Games. 

The wheelchair-bound athlete, who 
competed in the 2004 Games in Athens, 
had hoped to qualify for the T54 event. 

Harlow has a proud history of 
Paralympians from the town. 

Along with Wafula-Strike, the town is 
the home to multi-gold medal winning 
long-distance runner Noel Thatcher. 

The late shooter Isabel Newstead, who 
also won gold at the Paralympics, called 
Harlow her home as well.

GB's Olympic success sparks search for next Osagie

ATHLETICS coaches in Harlow 
are confident that the next 
generation in the town can be 
inspired by Team GB’s 
tremendous feats at the London 
2012 Olympics. 

Andrew Osagie, Harlow’s most 
famous 800metre runner set a stirring 
example by reaching the Olympic 
final and setting a personal best (PB) 
time of 1 min 43.77 secs four weeks 
ago. 

This came after the ‘super Saturday’ when 
three gold medals were won on the track 
by heptathlete Jessica Ennis, Greg 
Rutherford (long jump) and Mo Farah 
(10,000m). 

This success has continued in the 
Paralympics this week where British 
athletes have picked up medals in track 
and field events. 

John Stow, 59, a coach for Harlow Athletic 
Club and Essex, was delighted and 
convinced it will have an impact. 

He said: “Since that gold medal that Mo 
won [in the 10,000m] two athletes I used 
to coach have approached me asking to 
return to my group - one had not run since 
2005. 

“It [Team GB’s success] will definitely 
have an impact on athletics in the town. 
Harlow Athletic Club will no doubt gain 
from this and with the men’s team doing 
so well this year this will help even 
further.” 

Stow is confident that there are athletes 
from Harlow that can prosper in the future. 
He said: “These Olympics have reminded 
me that I have in my group athletes that 
are potentially future Olympians like Will 
Snook, an 800m runner who wants to 
emulate Osagie’s times [that] he ran as an 
under-17. 

“Will has so much potential and Canaan 
Solomon and Molly Gardner have already 
proved they can win titles at national level.

“There is also Naomi Harryman who has 
made great strides this year with hurdling 
and high jump. In my eyes she has the 
potential to go a long way. She must be 
looking at the Olympics in years to come.” 
There is no room for complacency. 

Stow added: “In the coming autumn it is 
imperative that the club engages with the 
schools around Harlow to capture 
outstanding talent that is there to be 
recognised. 

“I’m convinced there are outstanding 
months ahead for athletes in our town 
given the success of Andrew Osagie who 
has inspired the whole of Harlow.” 

Harlow AC coach Nat Fisher, 75, once a 
distinguished long-distance runner, said 
numbers participating must improve at the 
Mark Hall Sportscentre-based club. 

Fisher said: “We have to continue after the 
Olympics and not let things die. There is a 
waiting list for the young to come into the 
athletic club. 

“The more athletes you can get into it the 
more of a base you have and the more you 
can get to the top.” 

Fisher coaches up to 10 young athletes in 
the 800m, 1500m and triple jump. 

He said: “They were more interested in the 


Olympics than training during the Games. 
It will help them to train harder. At the 
moment it is the younger ones that are 
more interested. 

“When they look at the Olympics and they 
have a chance of doing that they want to 
fry it. Taking part counts and winning is 
the icing on the cake.”

Athlete misses out on winner'? MO,000 but is fourth overall 


IN his first competitive race since 
his electric performance at the 
Olympic Stadium three weeks 
ago, Harlow’s Andrew Osagie 
competed in his final Samsung 
Diamond League meeting of the 
season in Switzerland. 

Both 24-year-old Osagie AND 
World Record holder and Olympic 
champion David Rudisha missed out 
on the prize-winning fund of $40,000 
as they were beaten in a thrilling 800 
metres race in Zurich. 

But Osagie, who finished fourth overall 
in his debut season in the prestigious 
Diamond League, can be very proud of 
his achievements. 

A late burst of speed in the 
final 100m, Osagie’s forte, 
enabled him to seal fifth spot 
in Switzerland and take two 
more points in the League. 

Osagie, of Northbrooks, later 
tweeted from Zurich: “Not too 
bad, couple of scalps tonight 
including Olympic Bronze medal¬ 
list [Timothy Kitum]. 5th in 1:44.9. 

Sorry I couldn't get the 
#OsagieBoom out there.. Finished 4th 
in the Diamond League I think..!” 

The Harlow Athletic Club member has 
competed all over the world in this season’s 
Diamond League, including Qatar, New 
York and Monaco. 

A surprise on the night came with the 
defeat of Olympic champion, the Kenyan 
Rudisha, who had shattered the 800mj 
record to take gold in Stratford three weeks 
ago in a stunning time of 1 min 40.91. 

But Ethiopian Mohammed Aman won in 
Zurich, beating Rudisha by six metres in a 
new national record of 1 minute 42.53 sec-
